» turning off all lights on their front porch and gge area,

* not answering the door to anyone other than art &laily member, adult friend, or
emergency personnel;

* not answering the door under any circumstancea faimor child,;

* not having contact or attempted contact with cleitdwithout the permission of the
parole officer; and,

» taking walks in the neighborhood on Halloween.

Parole staff will also be working evening hours andducting unannounced home visits in
certain cases.
